xx ALGERIA. 891, March 11 at 0057, music barely separable from 890 
WLS, i.e. Alger network 1. From a few minutes earlier there were JBA 
carriers on almost all the available lower 9-kHz channels (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ANTARCTICA. 15475.97-USB, March 6 at 1820-1835+, LRA36 with songs, 
poor signal via another Brazilian KiwiSDR since Pardinho is already 
maxed out at 8 users. Hello to Dan Robinson, who has done the same. 
Tnx to tip from Manuel Méndez, Spain, that it’s already on prior to 
publicized special broadcast at 1900 about summer activities around 
the bases (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ANTARCTICA. 15475.97-USB, continuing previous March 6 LRA36 log: as 
expected not a trace of it direct to here just before 1900. After 1900 
I’m listening via Iceland **VHF** KiwiSDR, where Dan Robinson says 
it’s coming in well (a lot further than Brasil, but all over-water 
path). All talk but mostly unreadable, then 1910 music past 1913. By 
1954 JBA there; 1957 I get back on Pardinho SP SDR which gets it best 
of all. Talking about the ‘“‘campafha antartica’*; 2014 contacting 
someone at another base, Marambio until 2016, contact info, ID with 
frequency 15476, some music, YL acknowledging reports and saludos; 
brief fade-down; discussion of ‘‘campana de verano desde el 6 de 
noviembre’ *. 2036 mentions a base uruguaya; 2037 current weather 
including temp 5 grados = heatwave; 2050 music, song about Antarctica 
including lyrix, hielo, cielo (ice and sky, which don’t rhyme as well 
in English); some other songs and off before 2100. 


Roger provides a 48+ minute segment starting ~1900z from the somewhat 
bumpy webstream .... including weather conditions, IDs:

“Actualidad DX.com.ar’, playing a clip of Radio Nyawa Sarawak. Too bad 
this DX program is simultaneous with WOR X 3, not to mention AAAWWW 
but the latter will be an hour earlier from next week due to the 
imposition of DST and WBCQ acquiescence (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. 9630v & 11856v, Sat March 7 at 2220, no signals at all from 
R. Aparecida just when we wanted to hear their DX program. Propagation 
OK with 11780 S9+10 RNA in SBG; some weak distorted talk on 11815, 


probably RBC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CANADA. 284-MCW kHz, March 9 at 0626 UT, dash and ND beacon Ya-S, 
i.e. dit-dah-dit-dah, dit-dit-dit. As discussed in detail with my last 
November 15 log this is really QD in The Pas, Manitoba, miskeying the 
Q which should be dah-dah-dit-dah. 


Despite storm crashes from southern Nebraska and local line noise 
level, I proceed: 


326-MCW kHz, March 9 at 0628 UT, dash and NDB VV, which is 133 watts 
from Wiarton, Ontario (once a channel 2 TV DX city), per 
dxinfocentre.com ‘To be decommissioned 2020-03-26°* but William 
Hepburn also says, 


*““Beacons are being decommissioned at such a rapid rate that many 
listed here may already be off the air. By 2026, most of these beacons 
will be gone with only a few left, __mainly in remote areas. Also, it 
has been noticed recently that many decommissioned beacons have been 
unexpectantly returning to the air (I call them "zombie beacons"). °° 
I, gh, was tuned to 325-USB. 


340-MCW kHz, March 9 at 0630 UT, dash and YY, 500 watt NDB at Mont 
Joli, Québec. I was tuned to 339-USB; yet QRM from local 341, EI 
Enid. 


351-MCW kHz, March 9 at 0631 UT, dash and YKQ, 500-watt NDB at Fort 
Rupert - Waskaganish, Québec. I was tuned to 350-USB, yet no sign of 
RG at Will Rogers World Airport, OKC; off? 


355-MCW kHz, March 9 at 0634 UT, dash and YWP, 200-watt NDB at 
Webequie, Ontario. I was tuned to 354-USB (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CANADA. 399 kHz, March 6 at 0650 UT, NDB dash and ZHD, which is 25 
watts from Dryden - Barclay, Ontario (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CANADA. 2749-USB, March 6 at 0727, TWO CCG stations with marine 
weather in French QRMiing each other at about equal levels, same 
roboyl voice, but apparently different content, not merely offset 
echoing. As I have noted a number of times before, none scheduled 
before 0737 or 0740; per http://dxinfocentre.com/mb.htm the possible 
bilingual stations on 2749 are: VCO Sydney NS at 0740; VCN Escoumins, 
Québec from 0847; and VAR-9 Yarmouth (Halifax) NS from 1040; and no 
languages specified from VCS-21 Halifax at 0810. Canadian CG needs to 
get its acts together, or rather separated (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CANADA. 15034-USB, March 9 at 1526, Trenton Military is JBA instead 
of usual good signal; yet 14670 CHU is at normal good level, so I 


suspect CHR is now underpowered. Also yesterday noticed it very weak 
but still on air (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x CHINA. 9200, March 7 at 1413, Chinese fair signal, i.e. CNR1 jammer 
against Sound of Hope; no others audible among several other low-9-MHz 
possible frequencies (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CHINA. 9155, March 8 at 0041, JBA maybe Chinese on one of the CNR1 
jammer frequencies against Sound of Hope; no others around in the 
lower 9°s (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CHINA [and non]. 9455, March 11 at 2012, only Firedragon via 
UTwente SDR, while here direct it’s only music from WRMI. Radio Free 
Asia was on 9455 first, sucking in ChiCom jamming, before WRMI 
expanded to 24 hours; 16-22 in Chinese via various sites, this hour 
via Saipan; also Tibetan at 02-03 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x COLOMBIA [non]. 5910, March 7 around 2330 I check the two KiwiSDRs 
in Colombia for any signal here or on 6010, but none; 47 hours ago, 
Bob Wilkner in FL had a tentative something in Spanish where Alcaravan 
radio used to abide, and there have been implications visiting gospel 
huxters might refurbish it. 


At 0005 UT March 8 on one of my radios I do get a JBA carrier 
offset-minus from 5910, but no trace at 0014 on the other, so probably 
a local birdie. 6010, March 8 at at 0018, JBA carrier, probably Brasil 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx COLOMBIA. 6010.0, March 10 at 0308-0312+, S9 to S9+10 in Spanish 


and it is religious ‘‘la palabra de dios**, like La Voz de tu 
Conciencia used to be. Also getting it on Colombia KiwiSDR. I keep 
listening until 0400 UT definite ID as Alcaravan Radio --- that’s the 


sibling station to LV de tu Conciencia, nominally on 5910 but it was 
not unusual for them to swap programming. Presumably Alcaravan has 
kept active on MW 1530. But does LVC have a MW frequency? 


So at least one of the HJDHs has been reactivated. Long-winded sermon 
continued until 0341 switch to another speaker with Bible reading, 
0346 hymn in Mexican style, 0349 announcements, more tunes including 
tropical rhythms; 0354 *‘*‘continuUe con nosotros’* but no ID. 0358 song 
about carnaval. 0400 mentions México nortefa and Colombia, finally 
definite ID in passing **‘Alcaravan Radio** [never vice versa], more 
tropical music, occasional chex such as 0420, 0442 music. They do play 
a lot of nice music, but ruin it with interruptions for predication. 


I’m mostly listening via the two KiwiSDRs in Colombia; the Bogota one 
is less noisy; still music past 0500. Two Alcaravan Radio IDs at 0520. 
Then I check 5910 which until 0500 is blocked here by CRI via Cuba. 


There, the signal is much weaker, and still a carrier, presumably Cuba 
overrun. At 0616 when I quit, nothing on 5910 but 6010 still audible 
direct very poor with music. Probably runs all-night. Manuel Méndez, 
Spain was hearing 6010 as late as 0720, direct? Via a FL remote, 
Wolfgang Bueschel says it’s on exactly 6010.000 at 0636. The old 
transmitter was off-frequency. 


Tnx to Mike Newland, Morgantown KY, G5RV and Icom IC-7300, who first 
reported this to the WOR iog as unID at 0251 --- per short-wave.info 
would be either LVC or Mexico, Radio Mil --- incredibly, that 
long-gone station is still on the list --- doesn’t anyone keep it up 
to date??? It was helpful however to retain LV de tu Conciencia, but 
should have been flagged as inactive for a few years --- until now. 


There had been reports that visiting American gospel huxter engineers 
might be refurbishing these outlets. A few days ago, Bob Wilkner in FL 
had something in Spanish on 5910 before 0100 but which we could not 
confirm the next night. After 0100, Romania may or may not be active 
on 5910, and after 0300 it’s China via Cuba until end of B-19. 


WRTH 2020 lists 5910 & 6010 as DC stations --- as if they were in 
Bogota, solely because that’s the postal address of QSL manager Rafael 
Rodriguez R.! They are really in remote Puerto Lleras, Meta. 


[non] Brasil is also active on 6010, altho I heard none of it in 
Colombia but did not try SDRs in Brasil; so beware and be sure of 
which language you are hearing. On the radioescutas group March 10: 


“Bom dia amigos. Radio Inconfidéncia sintonizada (6.010 Mhz) aqui em 
Marilia(Sp) neste momento ((8h10) da manha [0510 UT], programa "Em boa 
companhia". Ivan Evangelista Jr°* (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x COLOMBIA [non]. 6010, 24 hours later March 10-11, no signal from 
Alcaravan Radio, at several chex. So last night may have been a trial 
run, but certainly successful. What's next? Here's what I did find: 


6010, March 10 at 2333, JBA carrier, wobbly or Brasil? Nothing on 
5910. 


6010 & 5910, March 11 at 0046, no signals on Colombia KiwiSDR. 6010 at 
0049 on Brasil SDR, trace of something; Inconfidéncia? Should have 
been more than that if on. 


6010, March 11 at 0240, almost 24 hours since HJDH first reported, 
nothing; 0337 a JBA carrier from algo. 


Note, per Aoki/NDXC, 6010 has BBC Persian at 0230-0430, first hour via 
Bulgaria, second via Uzbekistan; and don’t you imagine Bahrain really 


active in English after 0300. 


6010, another check via Colombia SDR, March 11 at 2254: nothing (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) See CUBA 6010 


xx CUBA. 6060, March 5 at 0718, RHC is S9+20 but JBM in English; 6145 
is S$9+10 undermodulated but sufficient. Of the remaining Cuban Five, 
5040 and 6000 are off; 6100 a JBA carrier likely something else: 
perhaps KCBS P’yongyang altho a bit early for it, sunset not until 
0934. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CUBA [and non]. 13740, March 5 at 1524, RHC S9/+10 of dead air, 
which is getting to be a habit; while 13700 is modulating OK at S9+20 
without spurs. Something's always wrong at RHC, which is supposed to 
be OFF 13740 at 1500*-*2200. 


13740, March 5 at 1856, S9 open carrier, still RHC? RFI in French is 
scheduled here at 1700-2000, and I do briefly hear a bit of French 
underneath at 1857-1900+ but by 1908 just the carrier, S9+10. At 1911 
I check via UTwente SDR and find a weak OC. So is it RHC, ISS out of 
order, or both? A day or two ago, my caradio stopped on 13740 during a 
sufficiently modulated RFI French (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 5040, March 6 at 0720, RHC is still on with dead air except 
for humsqueal. 6060 is DA at S9+10; 6145 and 6100 are modulating 
English; 6000 is off. Something's always wrong at RHC. Once hit by 
DST, I hope not to be awake and monitoring after 0630 UT (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15700, March 6 at 1502, CRI Plus relay is S9+30 but suptorted 
also with tone. Something’s always wrong at RHC. 


15230, March 6 at 1503, RHC is unusually off, while 15140 remains 
distorted at S9+20. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


13740, March 6 at 1508, this RHC is off, while 13700 remains at S9+30 
in Sonido Cubano music, no spurs. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


11700, March 6 at 1511, RHC is ON this frequency // 11760, but 11700 
is not supposed to be on at all in the mornings, only 2300-0600! 
Suspect this is the transmitter missing now from 15230. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15370.0, March 6 at 2309, RHC remains on-frequency, but S9+20 
of distortion and hum on modulation. Somethings always wrong at RHC 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15700, March 7 at 1403, S9+40 of dead air on CRI Plus relay; 


did not get around to rechecking before 1600 whether modulation ever 
came up. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba. BTW in A-20 this 
transmission redescends to 11880 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15230, March 7 at 1405, RHC reactivated from absence 
yesterday, // distorted 15140. 1552 recheck, 15230 is dead air, 15140 
is off, 11760 is on, and 11700 is also off, the latter running 
yesterday morning by error. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15140, March 7 at 1651, this RHC is off, despite supposed to 
run continuously 1200-2130 per Aoki; EiBi shows a 15-16 break, and 
also a strange 5-minute French broadcast Sunday at 2110. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13635, 13570, 13766, 13832 approx., March 7 at 1607, RHC 
succeeds in spurblobbing from 13700 transmitter, at 65-66 kHz 
intervals plus and minus, the first order pair stronger; readable in 
FM and AM, with F# tone, not in SSB. I had really been missing these: 
none logged since February 16, quite a spell, almost two sesquiweeks! 
Something’s always wrong at RHC. Are these more likely on weekends? 
Last batch were Fri-Sat-Sun, Feb 14-15-16 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11760, March 7 at 2219, RHC is S9 but very distorted --- just 
in an axuality clip, OK once the announcer resume. Something's always 
wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 17480, March 7 at 2222, JBA carrier, the OSOB if you count 
this as part of the 16 mb --- only thing listed in Aoki is Cuban Spy 
Numbers at 2155-2350 on days 357 = including Saturday (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13635 & 13766 approx., Sunday March 8 at 1427, RHC spurblobs 
out of 13700-AM transmitter, ending music show presumably ‘Sonido 
Cubano’ now one UT hour earlier, and plugging 22 de marzo as ‘Dia 
mundial del agua -- fuente de vida’*; 1430 Musica del Cine. 13740 is 
off but 15230 and distorted 15140 are still on. At 1508, 13700 is 
still on with dead air, making the spurs less obvious; and weekly 
Esperanto confirmed on 11760 and distorted 15140 --- now one UT hour 
earlier for DST season in step with Yankee Imperialists. Something's 
always wrong at RHC. 


Despite being an international SW station, RHC allows local DST to 
bump most but not all of its transmissions and programming around. 
Something's always wrong at RHC. 


Based on what happened in the A-19 season, we expect first English to 
be at 19-20 instead of 20-21, still on 15140? Next at 23-24 instead of 


22-23 on 11880 --- yes, one real hour xlater*x rather than earlier in 
this case. While the 5040 English at 00-01 should earlyize to 23-24, 
i.e. same time as the 11880 --- but will that frequency maintain now 
and/or into real A-20? Sometimes it’s been on 9720. Evening to NAm, 
will English start at 00 reliably instead of 01? Will end at 07 rather 
than 08 on constantly shifting batch of frequencies? TBD. 


15140, March 8 at 1713, RHC still on here at S9+10 but suptorted while 
// 11760 modulation is OK during music. Something’s always wrong at 
RHC. 


15140, March 8 at 1830, RHC starting Kriyol, moved an hour earlier 
from the winter timing of 1930, so expect English too at 1900. But 
this frequency is very suptorted. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


Yes, English now confirmed March 8 from 1900 on 15140, but who would 
want to put up with its crummy modulation? Something's always wrong at 
RHC. 11880 has reliably provided the best signal and modulation back 
here even tho it’s supposedly for Africa, now at 23 instead of 22? 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13605, March 8 at 1827, lite pulse jamming altho Radio Marti 
will not move here from 13820 until A-20 March 29. Something's always 
wrong at the DentroCuban Jamming Command (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11880, March 8 at 2128-2130+, first day of DST to keep in 
step with the Gusanos en Miami, this RHC only S5-S6 is not in Arabic 
as before but Spanish during piano music and // 5040, 11760. Also // 
15370 at 2132 S9+30 distorted. Something’s always wrong at RHC. Also 
// weak 9535 & 9640 at 2136. Unfortunately did not get around to 
confirming yet whether English have shifted from 22-23 to 23-24 on 
11880 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. Further chex of RHC now that DST is in effect: UT Monday 
March 9 at 0036, 6000 is in Spanish, 6145 not on; 5040 is squealing 
and in Kriyol. At 0038, 11850 in Spanish and suptorted, 11760 OK, 
11700 Spanish, 11670 distorted; 9640 and 9535 weaker all with 
discussion of béisbol. 


6000 & 6145, March 9 at 0130, now these are on in English but both 
JBM. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


6060, March 9 at 0030, MUCH better signal and modulation in Spanish, 
S9+30. “En Contacto’ ending an hour earlier at 0150 UT Monday after 
monthly AER DX report so starts at 0135; and also should be Sunday 
1335 on all the morning frequencies, and Sunday 2245 on tarde channels 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, March 9 at 0610, checking all the RHC English 
frequencies, this one is $9+20 of dead air; 5040, 6000, 6100 are OFF; 
6145 is the only one still on, S9 but undermodulated; with °‘DXers 
Unlimited’ at 0613-0622, so I listen to it all and try to understand 
Arnie: topic 1) 35 days with no sunspots; 2) lamenting lack of ham 
activity except weekend contests; 3) something about broadcast 
training?; 4) dipole antennas. DXUL is the most popular program on 
RHC, as he frequently asserts. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13740, March 9 at 1429, RHC carrier still on with crackling, 
rapid cutting off and on, 1430 goes off for good. 13700 is still 
running OK with no spurs. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11880, March 9 after 2200 and 2302, no signal from RHC on the 
second day of its needless transmission jumbling due to the imposition 
of DST which ought to be irrelevant. Until March 8 had been at 22-23, 
and *‘normal’* A-season shift was *xlaterx to 23-24 UT on 11880 or 9720 
--- and nothing there either. I also scan the entire 15, 13, 11, 9, 7 
and 6 MHz bands and do not find RHC English anywhere on old or new 
frequencies during either hour. Maybe got lost in shuffle or 
coincidental transmitter downage? Keep checking. 


Something’s always wrong at RHC. If RHC management were not such a 
total mess, Arnie could have broadcast the exact new times and 
frequencies on DXers Unlimited March 8 or preferably earlier. But he 
never deals with such significant mundane matters. WRTH used to list 
him as the frequency manager, but lately only as *‘advisor consultant 
to the director general’’. 


My further RHC chex: English on tropical 5040 has indeed shifted an 
hour *xearlierx from 00-01 UT to 23-24 UT March 9, confirmed beginning 
at 2301 but no //s anywhere. 


After 2200, Spanish is on 11950, 6000, 11850, 15370 at least; at 2244, 
11700 in Portuguese; at 2305, 15730 in distorted Kriyol. Something's 
always wrong at RHC. 


Late night, March 10 at 0618, 6060 is S9+30 of dead air; 6000 & 6100 
are off; 6145 at 0620 in undermodulated English. Something's always 
wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CUBA. 13635 & 13765 approx., March 10 at 1407, RHC FM/AM spurblobs 
out of RHC 13700 distorting ‘Sonido Cubano’ music now during its 
earlier hour; just a trace on 2 x 65 kHz second-orders 13570 & 13830. 
13740 is still on with bigsig of dead air. Something’s always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15700, March 10 at 1410, CRI English relay is just barely 
modulated. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15730, March 10 at 2330, RHC opening Brazuguese, S9+20 and 
distorted. Aoki shows this was supposed to be in French except on 
Sundays Esperanto; but Portuguese at 0030, so also shifted one hour 
earlier no doubt to the consternation of their huge audience in 
Brasil. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


Meanwhile at 2330 March 11, there is still no signal on 11880 when 
English might have appeared, nor on 9720. Something's always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA [and non]. 6000, March 11 at 0105, JBA ME music --- Turkey in 

Turkish at 01-03 --- and no RHC, but it cuts on at *0106 and gradually 
starts barely modulating // better 6145. So is 0100 the nominal start 

for evening English block, not before? Something’s always wrong at RHC 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk CUBA. 6060, March 11 at 0542, this is the best of The Cuban Five, 
all of which are still on in English (but 6060 sometimes Spanish), 
$9+20/30 and fine modulation. 6100 is S9+30, less modulation but 
sufficient; much louder than 6145 yet reading S9+10/20; and 5040 is 
S$9+20/30 loud enough, but always with that annoying squeal. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11880, March 11 at 2115, still no signal from this RHC, but 
recheck 2204 now it’s on but in Spanish, still at 2248. Original sked 
before DST was 2100 French, 2130 Portuguese, 2200 English. So far this 
week, 11880 had not be heard at all, nor any replacement 
time/frequency for English. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


11880, March 11 at 2300, when English might have appeared, still in 
Spanish with full frequency announcement --- of course NOT including 
the very one I am tuned to! What do they know? She says from now 2300 
on: 13740, 11760, 11850, 9535; now going off/(or out of Spanish): 
15370, 9640, 5040. Starting at 2400 UTC [sic]: 11670, 11700, 11950, 
9640, 6000. I'm suspecting the announcement has not been DST updated. 


In fact, some of those are already on! 11670 JBM < 11700 < 11760 > 
11850 < 11880, by relative audibility. And VG 11950 has just opted 
away for Mesa Redonda TV soundtrack, presumably // 6000. At 2311, 
weaker 9535 & 9640 are both on in Spanish, but 13740 is NOT on -- most 
of the time it’s AWOL, sporadically active. What do they know? 
Something's always wrong at RHC :::: (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6000, March 12 at 0014, RHC is S9+20 but JBM and suptorted in 
English, also some Spanish crosstalk; then English mod faded up a bit, 
and it’s // clear undermodulated English on 6145, S9+20. Last night 
RHC seemed to be starting the two English frequencies around 0100 but 
tonight evidently they are trying for 0000. Something's always wrong

11990, March 6 at 1507 new IRRS broadcast in Oromo, 
S4-S6; recheck via UTwente at 1557 more lively talk, chopped off at 
1559* with no ID. Meanwhile, I asked IRRS what this is, and quickly 
received a Coronavirius e-QSL along with *‘OMN -- Oromia Media 
Network’.
